He was paid his salary in cash 
at the end of every month by a voucher. His wage was 
calculated at Rs. 32 / - per day but was paid after the 
month was over. However , he was denied benefits of Bonus ; 
leave encashment etc. However , his services were termi 
nated w.e.f : 1-1-1991 after the office hours. The Employer 
did not comply with the rules and regulations of the 
Industrial Disputes Act , while the workman was retren 
ched. Infact, it is the say of the workman that he had 
rendered continuous and un -interrupted service for 15 
months and 20 days . It is the say of the workman that the 
employer was very much happy with the performance of 
his duties which he had performed with deligence and 
responsibility . Accordingly he was also issued a certificate 
of satisfactory work by the employer . After he was termi 
nated , the workman made a representation to the Chairman 
and Member Secretary and requested them to reinstate 
him . However , there was no response . Hence , the workman 
approached the Asst. Labour Commissioner , Vasco- da 
-Gama, Goa to redress his . grievance . He challenged the 
order of termination on the ground that it was unjust and 
bad in law and besides it was discriminatory in nature , 
since two other workers were continued in service by the 
employer . During the conciliation proceedings various pro 
posals were exchanged by the employer but the employer 
was adamant and hence a failure report was submitted in 
pursuance of which this reference has been made. The work 
man therefore prays that the order of termination be set 
aside and he should be reinstated with all other legal 
benefits .

AWARD 


In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( d ) of 
Sub - Section ( 1 ) of Section 10 of the Industrial Disput 
Act , 1947 , the Government of Goa , by its order No. 28 / 38 / 91 
-LAB dated 20-12-1991 has referred the following issue for 
adjudication by this Tribunal : 


3. A notice of this proceedings was duly served upon 
Party II - 

Employer vide postal A. D. receipt at Exb . 9 . 
However , the employer did not appear although the matter 
was adjourned more than once and hence in view of the 
provisions contained in Rule 10 ( B ) & 9 of the Rules framed 
under the Industrial Disputes Act, the only course than 
was open for me is to proceed ex -parte . Accordingly , the 
workman examined himself at Exb . 6 and he also produced 
the relevant documents to which a reference will have to 
be made in the next paragraph . On considering the said 
evidence , I now proceed to consider the issue referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication : 


" Whether the action of the Central Planning and 
Development Authority , Vasco , in terminating the ser 
vices of Shri Albert Rodrigues, Private Secretary, with 
effect from 1-1-1991 is legal and justified ? 


If not , to what relief the workman is entitled ?." 


2. On receipt of this reference, a case at No. IT / 7 / 92 was 
registered and notices were served upon both the sides . In 
response to the show cause notice ; Party I-- Shri Albert 
Rodrigues (hereinafter called as the Workman ) , appeared 
and submitted the statement of claim ( Exb . 4 ) wherein he 
has averred thus : 


4. The following facts imerge on reading the unchallenged 
testimony of the workman by name Albert Rodrigues. His 
evidence discloses that he joined service of Party II, from 
September 11, 1989. He has produced letter of appointment 
which is at Exb. 7. It clearly shows that he was appointed 
on temporary basis to the post of P. S. to the Chairman 
on daily wages for a period from 11th Sept. 89 to 1st De 
cember , 1989. It further shows that he was to be paid at 
the rate of Rs. 32 / - per day all inclusive, for the actual days 
of work . Now , although the aforesaid order was in force 
till 1st December , 1989 still he was continued in service after 
1st December , 1989 till he was retrenched from 1st Jan., 
1991. As such , it is the say of the workman that he served 
continuously for a period of 15 months and 20 days. At this 
stage , it will have to be borne in mind that no fresh orders 
of appointment or continuance of service were issued by : 
Party II to the present workman . Now , it is the say of the 
workman that during the tenure of his employment, he 
rendered very faithful service to the satisfaction of the 
employer and to support his allegation in this behalf he has 
also produced one certificate at Exb . 9 wherein in para . 2 
it has been stated thus : 

" During his employment with this Authority in his 
capacity as P. A. to Chairman , he discharged his duties 
with responsibility , and dedication to his work to the 
satisfaction of his superiors ." 


Party I Workman was appointed in the services of 
Party II Central Planning and Development Authority , 
Vasco , Goa (hereinafter called as the "Employer ) , with 
effect from 11th September , 1989. Party II --- Employer is 
styled as Mormugao Planning & Development Authority 
having its office at Vasco, Goa and was constituted in the 
year 1979. However , that name was changed and Party II 
is now styled as Central Planning and Development Autho 
rity w.e.f. March , 1991. However , there was no change 
in the administration as well as in its establishment. That 
name was again changed to Mormugao Planning & Deve 
lopment Authority sometime in Jan., 1992. However, the 
establishment and administration remained the same. Thus, 
Mormugao Planning & Development Authority and Central 
Planning & Development Authority are for all legal pur 
poses one and the same establishment. The said authority 
is engaged in acquiring plans for construction as well as 
constructing flats , bungalows, etc., and to prepare schemes 
for development and to undertake implementation . For 
carrying out the above referred business , the employer 
has several officers i.e. Chairman , Member Secretary , 
Junior Town Planner , Assistant Engineer, Architect, Plan 
ning Assistant, Personal Secretary , Junior Engineers , Head 
clerk , Steno, Cashier /UDC , Accountant etc. As stated above, 
Party I workman was appointed under an order No. 
MPDA / 600 / ADM / 89-90 / 1748 dated 25-10-1989 which stated 
that the workman s services would be required upto 1st 
December, 1989. However , even after 1st of December , 1989, 
the workman s services were continued without there being 
any second order of appointment issued to him . During 
the tenure of his service , the workman rendered various 
types of service and complied with the orders issued by 
his superiors . He used to sign the muster roll along with 


However , at the time of termination his services , he was 
not issued any charge sheet for any misconduct nor was 
he paid his legal dues as contemplated under the provisions 
of the I. D. Act. He was paid his salary only up to 31st 
December , 1990. However , the main grievance of the present 
workman is that although he was initially appointed tempo 
rarily , still his services were continued till 1-1-1991 and 
as such it was incumbent upon the employer to comply with 
the provisions laid down in Section 25 - F of the I. D. Act . 
Now , to support his submission in this behalf, Shri Fernandes 
the learned Advocate for the workman has also relied on 
some of the rulings , to which a reference will have to be 
made in brief. 


5. He has relied upon a ruling of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Mohan Lal v / s Management of M / s Bharat 
Electronics Ltd., reported in 1981 LAB I. C. 806 = AIR 1981 
S. C. 1253. It was also a case where an employee who was 
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= appointed on temporary basis was discharged and hence the 
first question that arose for determination was whether his 
discharge or dismissal amounted to retrenchment as con 
templated in I. D. Act . In head note B it has been observed 
thus : 


10. Thus, for all these reasons, I hold that in so far as 
the retrenchment was made without following the manda 
tory provisions of Section 25 - F of the I.D. Act , it follows 
that the workman shall be deemed to be in service and 
hence he shall have to be reinstated with full back wages 
and continuity of service , I , therefore , hold that the action 
of the Central Planning and Development Authority , Vasco , 
in terminating the services of Shri A. Rodrigues , Private 
Secretary , with effect from 1-1-1991 is not legal and justified 
and hence he is entitled to the aforesaid reliefs . I, therefore 
pass the following order. 


" Niceties and semantics apart , termination by the 
employer of the service of workman for any reason 
whatsoever would constitute retrenchment except in cases 
excepted in the section itself. The excepted or excluded 
cases are where termination is by way of punishment 
inflicted by way of punishment inflicted by way of 
disciplinary action , voluntary retirement of the workman , 
retirement of the workman on reaching the age of 
superannuation if the contract of employment between 
the employer and the workman concerned contains a 
stipulation in that behalf, and termination of the service 
of a workman on the ground of continued ill- health ." 


ORDER 


It is hereby declared that the action of the Central Plan 
ning and Development Authority , Vasco , in terminating the 
services of Shri Albert Rodrigues, Private Secretary , with 
effect from 1-1-1991 is not legal and justified and hence it 
is hereby ordered that within a period of two months from 
the date of this order , Party II - M / s Central Planning and 
Development Authority , Vasco , Goa , shall reinstate Party 
I-Shri Albert Rodrigues, with full back wages and conti 
nuity of service . 


No order as to costs . 


Inform the Government accordingly about the passing 
of the award . 


6. After observing as above, it has been ruled that, 
undoubtedly therefore , the termination would constitute 
retrenchment and it is well settled that where pre - requisite 
for valid retrenchment as laid down in Section 25 - F has not 
been complied with , the retrenchment bringing about termi 
nation of service is abinitio void . Now , in the instant case , 
it is a common ground that the workman served with the 
Employer for more than 15 months continuously and his case 
did not fall under any of the exceptions to Sec . 2 ( 00 ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act . Now , the workman has stated that 
when his services were terminated he was not given the 
monetary benefits laid down in Section 25F of the I. D. Act 
and hence Shri Fernandes has relied upon head not C in 
the above referred ruling. It lays down thus : 

" Before a workman can complain of retrenchment being 
not in consonance with Section 25 - F , he has to show 
that he has been in continuous service for not less than 
one year under that employer who has retrenched him 
from service . Section 25 - B is the dictionary clause for 
the expression continuous service ."

7. Shri Fernandes has also placed reliance on some of the 
observations of His Lordships of the Calcutta High Court , 
in the case of Ramani Mohan Industries Private Limited and 
Second Industrial Tribunal and others reported in 1981. I 
LLJ 363 wherein it has been held thus : 

" The provision of S. 25 - F is mandatory . If there is 
any non - compliance with the said provision , the order 
becomes illegal. If the order becomes illegal, then the 
position is as if there is no such order at all and in 
such a case such retrenchment cannot be given effect 
to all in any manner whatsoever . If the retrenchment 
is in violation of S. 25 - F , the employees concerned remain 
an employee and the question of awarding some com 
pensation regarding his wages without granting rein 
statement cannot and does not arise . " 


Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub - clause (vi) of clause ( n ) of section 2 of the said Act , 
the Government of Goa hereby declares the said service 
to be a public utility service for the purposes of the said 
Act , for a period of six months with effect from the date 
of publication of this Notification in the Official Gazette .

8. Thus, relying on the ratio laid down in the above 
referred rulings (which is now a settled law ) it follows that 
the workman s termination really amounts to retrenchment 
as laid down in Sec , 2 ( 00 ) of the I. D. Act and in so far as 
the provisions of S , 25 - F were not at all complied with , it 
follows that the order of retrenchment will have to be 
struck down .

9. Shri Fernandes has also complained of " Discrimination " 
in respect of his client. The workman in his evidence at 
Exb. 6 has stated that other two persons who were also 
employed on temporary basis were also given postings and 
to substantiate his claim in this behalf he has produced the 
orders of appointment of these two workers (Exb. 10 and 
Exb . 11) namely Shri Sadanand B. Sawant and Andrew 
Carvalho. In view of the state of affairs , there appears to be 
substantial force in the workman s greivance that he was 
discriminated in not continuing in serving after he had 
rendered more than 15 months of faithful service , to the 
satisfaction of the chairman . Shri Fernandes has also pro 
duced a copy of minutes of the Sixth Meeting (Exb . 13 ) of 
Mormugao Planning & Development Authority held on 6th 
July , 1992 , wherein on page . 3 the chairman had brought 
to the notice of the Authority that one of the ex - employee on 
daily wages of the Authority has gone to the Court and 
it is very likely that the Court s decision may go in favour 
of the applicant, as such that also needs to be taken in 
account while filling up the vacant posts . Relying on the 
aforesaid minutes , it has been urged by Shri Fernandes 
that Party II cannot be heard saying that there is no sanc 
tion for the post of P. A. to the Chairman which appears to 
be still lying vacant.
